In consequence of the operations of the Government Experimental Tea Culture in Assam heing 
about to be brought to a close, as notified in the Government Gazette No. 26, of the Ist April 1846, 
Tenders will be received at this Office for the purchase of the undermentioned Government ‘lea Barrees, 
together with Buildings, Manufacturing Implements, ‘Tools, Stores, &c., attached thereto.

On the assumption by the British Government 
of possession of the confiscated ‘Territuries on the 
left bank of the Sutlege, and of the transferred 
districts on the nght bank of that River heretofore 
in the occupation of the Government of Lahore, 
all Transit and Town Duties were abolished 
throughout those Territories. 

Subsequently the Town Duties heretofore levied 
in some of our own Towns on the Frontier were 
remitted, and measures were taken for the simul- 
taneous abolition of ‘Transit Duties in such of the 
Protected Sikh States, as had, by their conduct in 
the operations of 1845-46, rendered themselves 
liable to penal consequences. 


Those of the Protected Chiefs who had by their 
good conduct entitled themselves to the consider- 
ation of the British Government, were invited by 
the Governor General to relinquish their Transit 
Duties, receiving from the British Government in 
money or by grants of land, a fair equivalent for 
their average collections. 


At the head of these Chiefs is Maharaja Nuren- 
dra Sing Muhindra Bahadoor, the Chef of Pat- 
teeala. This Chief immediately responded to the 
communication of the wishes of the Governor 
General made to him by the Political Agent, by 
totally abolishing throughout his districts the levy 
ot Transit and Town Duties of every description, 
and in the most liberal and honorable terms 
declined to receive from the British Government 
an equivalent for what His Highness himself 
designates a measure for the public good, and cal- 
culated to promote the interests of his own sub- 
jects in common with those of the surrounding 
States. 


The Governor General has much gratification in 
publishing annexed to this Notification, the cor- 
respondence which has passed with the Political 
Agent in this question, so highly creditable to the 
character of Maharaja Nurendra Sing Muhindra 
Bahadocr. 


The Governor General hereby announces that 
the levy of Transit Duties has been abolished

After Compliments.—Since the establishment 
of the British Authority in this Country, my 
predecessors and myself have ever heartily endea- 
voured to evince our sincere attachment and 
devotion towards the British Government, consi- 


dering that upon our loyalty our present and ° 


future prosperity solely depended. 


The Customs and Duties in the British Terri- 
tories have been abolished for the public benefit 
under your Lordship’s orders. Major Mackeson, 
Commissioner and Superintendent of the Cis 
Sutlej ‘Territories, has now addressed me a kind 
Letter, intimating the abolition of the Duties—and 
expressing a wish that I should also abolish the 
levy of ‘Transit Duties in my ‘Territories, and 
further stating that your Lordship highly approves 
of my services hitherto to the British Government, 
and is desirous of assigning to me an amount 
equivalent to the Duties hitherto levied in my 
State. 


I feel very thankful for your Lordship’s gene- 
rous intention to confer upon me 80 great a favor. 
IT have now to inform your Lordship that I have, 
of my own free will and without loss of time, 
abolished all the Customs and ‘Transit Duties in 
my State. 

As I look up to your Lordship as the source ef 
my‘welfare and prosperity, I do not consider that 
it would be becoming in me to receive a Money or 
Territorial equivalent for the Duties thus relin- 
quished by me. 


It is enough for me to know that the course | 
have pursued will ensure me your Lordship’s 
approbation, in which my happiness and prospe- 
rity consists. 

I trust your Lordship will consider me as one 
of your sincerely attached Dependants, and that 
you will continue to honor me from time to time 
with communications of your health and prosperity.

Translation of a Khurreeta from the Right Howble 
the Governor General to the Maharaja of Patialah, 
dated 5th February, 1847. 


The announcement contained in your Highness’ 
friendly letter that. you have abolished all Customs 
and Transit Duties hitherto levied within your 
Highness’ dominions, and that your Highness de- 
sires that this measure should be considered 
as a voluntary relinquishment on your part of 
a part of your Revenues for the public benefit— 
for which your Highness wishes to receive no 
equivalent from the British Government—has 
been to me a source of sincere gratification. 


I have hitherto alwavs considered your High 
ness as the faithful and attached friend of the 
British Government, and it has been my endea- 
vour to prove to your Highness by substantial 
marks of iny approbation, how much I esteem the 
friendly feelings evinced bv you, it is therefore 
peculiarly gratifying to me to have this additional 
proof of your Highness’ sincere desire on all occa- 
sions to merit the approbation and esteem of the 
British Government. 


I rejoice to see your Highness standing for- 
ward among your cotemporaries as a wise and 
liberal ruler—the first among the Princes of Hin- 
doostan—to follow the example of the British 
Government by sacrificing a present and apparent 
gain for future permanent good, for the welfare of 
your Highness’ subjects, and for the advancement 
of the interests of commerce. 


It is my intention to make known by a public 
Notification in the Calcutta Gazette, your High- 
ness’ enlightened conduct by which you have 
proved yourself to possess the qualifications of a 
wise and beneficent ruler, in order that the Princes 
and Chiefs of Hindoostan may be incited to fol- 
low your Highness’ example. 


It 1s no small honour to be proclaimed to one’s 
cotemporaries, and handed down to posterity as 
the first of the age who has been wise and far- 
seeing enough to reject what has been always con- 
sidered a highly prized right, and to stand forth 
as the Assertor of a more enlarged and liberal 
policy. 

It is however wy intention to mark more sub- 
stantially the high sense entertained by the Bri- 
tish Government of your Highness’ conduct on this 
occasion, and besides having directed lands to a 
certain extent to be made over to your Highness 
in perpetuity, | have determined to exalt your 
rank among cotemporary Princes, by adding to 
those ceremonies by which the British Govern- 
vernment marks its recognition of the rank and 
dignity of the Princes of India. 


It is my earnest wiph that your Highness may 
long live to extend to your subjects the blessing 
of good Government, and to your .cotemporaries 
the advantage of your generous example, 1 feel 


confident that nowever long your life may be 
spared you will steadily persevere in that liberal 
course of policy which in your youth and in the 
commencement of your rule, you have had the 
wisdom to adopt. 


I am confident that my successors in this Go- 
vernment will continue to regard your Highness 
with that esteem and respect which I myself 
entertain for you, and that you and your succes- 
sors will be ever maintained in that position of 
dignity and honour in which your own friendly 
and attached conduct in time of disturbances on 
the Frontier, and your enlightened policy in time 
of peace, have placed the Raj you preside over 
among the Principalities of India.

Whereas by the Letters Patent for the esta- 
blishing Lier Majesty’s Court of Judicature at 
Prince of Wales’ Island, Singapore and Malacca, 
His late Majesty King George the Fourth, 
amongst other things authorized and empowered 
the said Court at their General and Quarter 
Sessions from time to time to nominate and ap- 
point such persons as the said Court should see 
fit to be and act as Constables, or to perform the 
duties performed by Constables and Subordinate 
Peace Officers in that part of his Onited Kingdom 
called England as nearly as the different religions, 
customs and manners of the different inhabitants 
of the said Settlements and places should require 
or would admit, and His said late Majesty autho- 
rized and empowered the said Court to direct that 
the said Constables and other Subordinate Peace 
Officers should have and exercise their authority 
in and over any particular District or Districts, or 
any particular class or classes, tribe or tribes 
of the inhabitants of the said Settlements of 
Prince of Wales’ Island, Singapore and Malacca 
and places aforesaid as the said Court should see 
fi. And His said late Majesty authorized and 
empowered the said Court to compel all and 
every such persons to serve the said offices to 
which they should be appointed in like manner as 
persons may be compelled to serve the office of 
Constable within that part of His United King- 
dom called England so far as the religions, cus- 
foms and manners of such persons wouldadmit, and 
that before they should enter upon their respective 
offices they should pecoseaaly take before the 
said Court the oath of allegiance, and an oath 
will and faithfully to execute the same without 
favour or partiality, malice or hatred : 


And whereas it is expedient that all Constables 
and Subordinate Peace Officers and other persons 
appointed to perform the duties of Police should 
receive pay in remuveration for the performance 
of their duties : 


And whereas by the 13th Section of Act XII. 
of 1839, it was enacted that out of the Funds 
collected from the Assessment and Taxes leviable 
under that Act provision should be made gn con- 
formity with such instructions as might from time 
to time be issued by the Governor of Bengal for 
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the efficient watching, cleansing, lighting and re- 
pairing of the Streets and Thoroughfares in the 
‘Towns of George Town, Singapore and Malacca, 
and for the making and repairing of Roads and 
Bridges, and the effecting of other purposes neces- 
sary for the comfort and protection of the inhabi- 
tants of the incorporated Settlement therein atore- 
said : 

And whereas it is expedient that all Constables 
and Subordinate Peace Officers and other persons 
appointed to perform duties of Police should be 
appointed by the authorities from whom they 
receive their pay and by no other:

I]. And it is hereby enacted, that the Deputy 
Superintendent of Police and every Constable and

An Act for the improvement of the Administration 
of Justice and desputch of Business in the Supreme

J. It is hereby enacted, that from and after the 
passing of this Act, it shall be lawful for any one 
of the Judges of the Supreme Court of Judicature 
at Bombay when occasion shall so require to sit 
apart from the other Judges or Judge, as the case 
mav be, of the same Court for the despatch of the 
Criminal Business of the said Court, at the same 
time when the other Judges or Judge, as the case 
may be, of the said Court shall be sitting for the 
despatch of Business in the said Supreme Court, 
and that all Proceedings whatever so had by and 
befure such Judge, so sitting apart for the purpose 
atoresaid, shall be good, valid and effectual in the 
Law to all intents and purposes as fully as if the 
said Proceedings were had before all the Judges of 
the said Court sitting as a Court of Oyer and 
Terminer and Gaol Delivery under the Charter of 
the said Court. 

HI. And it is hereby further enacted, that all 
Business of what nature or kind soever which the 
gaid Supreme Court of Judicature at Bombay may 
or shall have power to transact in Term, it shall 
in like manner have power to transact out of 
Term, and that all Proceedings whatever before 
the said Court out of erm, shall be as good, 
valid and effectual in the Law to all intents and 

urposes as fully as if the said Proceedings were 
Pad in Term, and that all Rules and Orders of the 
said Court as to all Judgments, Executions or 
other Proceedings in Term, shall be applicable and 
shall be applied to all Judgmente, Executions, or 
other Proceedings given, issued or had out of 
Term, as near as the same can be made applicable 
thereto, and the said Court sball issue such new 
Roles and Orders as may be necessary for the 
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purpose of giving full effect to the provisions in 
this Act contained.

If. And it is hereby enacted, that the Deputy 
Superintendent of Police and every Constable and 
Subordinate Peace Officer and other person ap- 
pointed to perform duties of Police except the 
Superintendant of Police shall be appointed by 
the Governur of Prince of Wales’ Island, Singa- 
pore sod Malacca, and that the Superintendent 
of Police shall continue to be eppointed as hereto- 
fore by the Governor of Bengal.
